Six C hoctaw Indian M urderers W ere 
H anged Y esterday at Fort 
Sm ith, A rk.—Etc.

C IV IL 
EN G IN EER S. 


A nnual M eeting o f th e A m erican Society 
—Im p o rta n t R eports. 
G lo u c e s te r (Mass.), January 10th.—The 
annual meeting of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers was begun here yesterday. 
The report on the Johnstow n dam accident 
will not be made public just at present. 
It was announced tbat Jam es D. Schuy­ 
ler, of California, had won the $50 prize for 
the best paper describing in detail accom­ 
plished works ot construction, their cost 
and m anner of execution. The paper was 
on “ The Construction of the Sweetwater 
Dam .” 
Among the newly elected m em ­ 
bers was J. H . Wallace, of San Francisco, 
and W illiam G. Curtis, of San Francisco, 
was honored by being elected one of the 
Directors. 
Among those present were A. D. Foote, 
of Boise City, Idaho, and Jam es E. Mills, 
of San Francisco. 
It was announced that 
the Normal medal of 1888 was awarded to 
E. E. Russell Tratm an, Jr., for the paper 
on “English Railroad Tracks.” The Row­ 
land prize for the same year was given to 
Clemens Herschel for a paper on “The 
Ventnri W ater Meter.” The Norm al medal 
for 1889 was won by Theodore Cooper, of 
this city, for a paper on “American Rail­ 
road Bridges.” 
The Treasurer’s report Showed the re­ 
ceipts of the year to have been $35,799 91 
and expenses $28,875 45. 
The special committee on the uniform 
standard tim e for tweDty-four hours re­ 
ported progress, and a mem orial to Con­ 
gress was decided upon. 
It was also de­ 
cided to subm it the question of appointing 
a Standing Committee on Units of Meas­ 
urem ent to members by letter ballot. 
A 
committee to inquire into the im portant 
subject of domestic water supply recom­ 
mended a general and special search for 
information. 
A report was received and the committee 
continued, and the Directors advised to 
enlarge their scope of inquiry. W m . P. 
Shinn was elected President. 


CO LO RED CITIZENS. 


T he N atio n al C onvention is N ot R e p re ­ 
se n tativ e o f th e South. 
C hicago, January 10th.—The National 
Convention of the Africo-American League, 
which met here yesterday, was captured by 
Cook county spectators, who ousted the 
regular delegates and seated eighty-five of 
themselves, leaving fifty five delegates to 
represent the balance of the United States. 
No State of the South was allowed a repre­ 
sentation, and ihe object of the controlling 
element seemed to be to make a partisan 
body of the Convention. 
H on. C. H . J. Taylor, of Atlanta, Ga., 
late M inister to Liberia, say s: “I left the 
Convention in disgust. Instead of a Con­ 
vention of an earnest body of m y race, 
looking to the betterm ent of our condition, 
I found the Convention packed with office- 
seekers, men who knew nothing of our 
race in the South, and whose object is self- 
aggrandizstion.” 
At the Africo-American Convention this 
m orning Jam es Pelham , of Missouri, was 
chosen tem porary Secretary. Illinois has 
more delegates than any other State, while 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama have 
but one delegate each. 
Professor Price, of 
North Carolina, delivered an address. The 
Committee on Perm anent 
Organization 
recommended W. A. Pledge, of Georgia, 
for President. 
The last session of the day was devoted 
to the reading of communications received 
by the Secretary. 
Among them was a let­ 
ter from Judge Albion W. Tourgee. He 
suggested tbat the Africo-American League 
should be a secret organization, in order 
that its members m ight not be in danger of 
m urder and outrage in the South. A m o­ 
tion was carried to refer this letter to the 
Com mittee on Constitution. 
Adjourned until to-morrow. 


E X PIA T E D T H E IR CRIM ES. 


Six 
In d ia n s 
H an g ed 
for 
M u rd er 
in 
A rk an sas. 
F o r t S m ith (Ark.), January lGth.—The 
hanging of the six condemned m urderers 
took place at 12:12 r. m. to-day. The men 
executed were Austin, the Choctaw, John 
Billy, Thomas Willis, Sam Goin, Jim m an 
Burris and Jefferson Jones. 
T he crim e for which Austin paid the 
penalty was the unprovoked m urder of 
Thomas Elliott on May 23d. 
John Billy and Thomas W illis, both full- 
blooded Choctaws, were convicted jointly 
of the m urder of a white man whose 
nam e wa3 supposed to be A. B. W illiams. 
W illiam s refused to 
give 
the Indians 
whisky and they killed him . 
Sam Goin and Jim m an Burris, also Choc­ 
taws, m urdered Houston Joyce of Frank 
lin, Texas, in November, 1888, lor his 
money. 
The last man was Jefferson Jones, an­ 
other Choctaw. H is victim was an old man 
named H enry W ilson, whom he killed 
while the latter was going throngh the 
territory on the 12th ot March last. 
The prisoners bore their fate with much 
nerve, standing on the scaffold full twenty 
m inutes while the preparations were being 
made. 
The work, however, went on with 
precision and dispatch, and when the fatal 
drop came there was but a slight groan 
from one of them , a gentle swing of six 
black bodies and not a twitch or a shrug. 
A ll were dead in from three to six m in­ 
utes, and George Maiedon, who had hanged 
seventy-five persons before, performed the 
work apparently with a relish. 


ALL F O R A LO V ER. 


Misa L au ra D ixon C om m its Suicide at 
H er Home. 
E liz a b e th (N. J.), January lGth.—Miss 
Laura Dixon lies dead at her hom e on 
Elizabeth avenue from the effects of a pistol 
shot in the right temple. She was alone in 
the honse for a short tim e last evening, and, 
arm ed with a revolver, she entered the par­ 
lor and deliberately sent a bullet into her 
head. 
Miss Dixon was twenty-three years old, 
and the daughter of special officer John 
Dixon. 
Laura for six years kept company 
with George W eim ar, a young m an prom i­ 
nent in temperance circles and Past W orthy 
Patriarch of Lincoln Division, Sons of 
Temperance. He finally discarded the girl 
and m arried another. 
Miss Dixon has been despondent ever 
since.

M URD ERO U S S T E W A R D . 


He Attem pted to P oison A ll 011 Board of 
a Steam ship. 
B a ltim o re , January 16th.—The steam ­ 
ship Eardsie, Captain W. H . Carter, arrived 
late yesterday afternoon from Cnba with 
steward W. W alker in irons, charged with 
attem pting to poison the whole ship’s crew 
and officers on Monday last. He acknowl­ 
edged to the second mate to having p at a 
bottle of jalap into the food. 
Later he wrote a long letter to the Cap­ 
tain, telling bow he bad poisoned the tood, 
and pleaded excessive drinking as the 
canse. 
He told the assistant steward on 
Monday that he had poisoned the food for 
the second officer, John Leddon, for an old 
grudge. All the poisoned officers and hands 
have fully recovered. 


It Served Him Right. 
N ew H a v e s (Conn.), January 16th.— 
Frederic R. H oney, who for some years 
past has been an instructor in the Mechan­ 
ical and Drawing D epartm ent ot the Yale 
Scientific School, has been removed from 
his position. Prof. Brush announcing to­ 
day that Profs. Richards and Dubois would 
fil! the vacancy tem porarily. 
This dismissal ends one of the worst 
quarrels which has occurred among the 
m em bers of the Yale faculty. For some 
tim e H ousy ordered the freshmen to pu r­ 


chase their drawing instrum ents of a firm 
in this c itj.b u t instead they purchased 
them ftom a junior who canvassed their 
class for a Philadelphia firm. H oney then 
announced that he would m ark the stu­ 
dents absent if they used the instrum ents. 
Upon this the Board of Directors stepped 
in and told Mr, Honey he must retract. 
He would not and so he was dismissed. 
T he Jo h n sto w n F u n d . 
P h ila d e lp h ia , 
January 36th. — At a 
m eeting of the Johnstow n Flood Relief 
Commission to day Governor Beaver, the 
President, presided. 
An arrangem ent was 
perfected with the Girard Life Insurance 
A nnuity and Trust Company for the ad­ 
m inistration of an annuity fund, whereby 
522 children, under 16 years of age, op- 
pbaned by the Hood, receives $50 annually 
until they reach the age of 16 years. 
Va­ 
rious other forms of relief for the destitute 
were adopted. 
The Secretary's report shows there were 
estimated to have been drowned in the 
Conemaugh valley, 2,280 persons. 
The 
num ber of bodies recovered, 1,675; identi­ 
fied, 1,021; unidentified, (354; missing, 605. 
The relief fund received 
from various 
sources amounted to $2,902,073. 
After 
all expenditures for relief had been paid 
the committee have on hand an unexpen­ 
ded balance of $70,631. 
P rize Crops. 
New Y o rk , January 16th.—The most 
phenomenal yield of corn every produced 
in America has been awarded the prize of 
$500, offered by the American Agriculturist 
for the largest crop of shelled corn grown 
on one acre in 1889. The crop was within 
a fraction of 255 bushels green weieht, 
which shrunk to 239 bushels when kiln 
dried, and when chemically dried con­ 
tained 217 bushels. The South Carolina 
Slate Board of Agriculture doubled the 
prize, m aking the award $1 000 in all. 
This crop was grown by Z. D. Drake of 
M arlborough county, S.C. It is nearly twice 
as large as the greatest authenticated crop 
ever before reported. 
The $500 awarded for the largest yield 
of wheat last year goes to H enry F. B ur­ 
ton of Salt Lake City, Utah, for a yield of 
eighty bushels on one acre. 
M u rd ered for H is P ension. 
L e a v e n w o rth , Jauuary 16th. — Three 
weeks ago A lxander Blackburn, an inm ate 
of the Soldiers’ Home here, was m urdered 
in a deserted part of the city. 
W m. Green, 
George Thom as and George W ilkinson, all 
colored, were arrested for the crime. 
George Thomas has made a confession, 
in which he states that he and his com­ 
panions, knowing that Blackburn had just 
been paid his pension allowance, enticed 
him to an out-house, where they set upon 
and robbed bim . Blackburn resisted, and 
Green struck him on the head with an ax, 
killing him.

W A R AGAINST P O R T E R B R O TH ERS. 


F ru it G row ers a t S w ords’ P o in ts—T hey 
T ak e T h e ir M edicine. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 16th.—At the 
session of tbe Fruit Union to-day sub­ 
division 5 of Section 5 of the by-laws was 
amended on motion of Mr. Buck, by strik­ 
ing out the closing clause relating to repay­ 
m ent of funds when members surrender 
stock certificates. 
W. H . Aiken, F. B. McKevitt and S. J. 
Stabler were appointed a Standing Com­ 
mittee on Transportation. 
The qnestion of Eastern agents caused a 
lively debate. 
Mr. Blowers hoped that some amicable 
agreement m ight be made so tbat non­ 
members of the Union, or those not ship­ 
ping through the Union, could have the 
same Eastern agents. 
He would like to 
have Mr. Day sell his fruits in New York 
and Mr. Blake in Boston. 
Mr. Block thought there m ight be har­ 
m ony if all would work with Earle & Co., 
and do exactly as some persons wanted. 
Mr. Blowers said that any suggestion 
that he had not always worked for the best 
interests of the Union was not true. 
If 
Mr. Block’s stone was directed at him it 
had only gone half way. 
THE “ DICTATOR” OP THE UNION. 
Mr. H atch said that the fact of shipping 
through Earle & Co. cut no figure in the 
m atter. 
It is certainly desirable to have 
shipm ents made by some one not directly 
interested in fruit-growing who could not, 
therefore, be suspected of advancing his 
own product above that of other producers, 
for a man, however honest, cannot well 
be criticised for advancing his own inter­ 
ests 
Mr. Block spoke earnestly of his work 
in the Union and of his opposition to the 
auction plan at certain times. 
If Porter at 
Chicago is continued as the Union's agent, 
he should be servant, not master. 
Mr. H atch spoke em phatically against 
retaining Mr. Porter as the Chicago ageut. 
" I’m opposed to a dictator, and Mr. Porter 
is to-day the dictator of the California Fruit 
Union.” 
The Chair (Mr. Buck) called Mr. Hatch 
to order. 
W . H. Aiken of W rights offered a m em o­ 
rial to Congress, urging the increase of duty 
on prunes from one cent to three cents per 
pound. 
Mr. Hatch asked to am end the memo­ 
rial, providing that the duty on all pro­ 
ducts of the M editerranean be not de­ 
creased. 
The amendm ent was accepted and the 
memorial as adopted was made to read as 
follows; 
MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Represent­ 
atives in Congress assembled: Tbe fruit growers 
of the State of California, in convention assem­ 
bled at Sau Francisco, this 16th day of January, 
1890, respectfully represent: 
That the soil and climate of California are 
adapted to the growth and preparation of the 
prune of good quality aud sufficient in amount 
eventually to supply the demand in the United 
States. The prune industry’ in this country is 
subject to a severe competition from foreign 
countries in supplying our home m arket with 
prunes, and the present tar ff of one cent per 
pound is virtually no protection. 
Your memorialists res¡>ectfully request an in­ 
crease ol this tariff on prunes to three cents per 
pound, or such rate as may be deemed sufficient 
to protect this great industry from ruinous com- 
]>etitiou with foreign products of cheap labor; 
and that the duties on raisins, nuts and olive 
products be not reduced. 
Tbe mem orial will be forwarded im m e­ 
diately to representatives in Congress. 
OPPOSITION TO PORTER BROTHERS. 
Drury Meione of Napa offered a resolu­ 
tion calling upon the Trustees to be elected 
to pledge themselves to change the Chicago 
agency, now held by the Porter Brothers 
Company. He quoted a reported boast of a 
member of tbat firm that it had made half 
a m illion out of California fruits, and that 
it was not yet ready to surrender that trade. 
The speaker charged that Porter Brothers 
did many things detrim ental to the best 
interests of California producers. Applause 
followed Mr. Melone s remarks. 
J. H. Flickinger of San Jose considered 
the m atter of railway rates one of greater 
importance than the agency matter. 
Mr. Block moved to refer the Meione 
resolution to the incoming Board of Trus­ 
tees. 
Mr. Hatch said this motion would be pre­ 
posterous, and Mr. Meione urged the im ­ 
portance of securing a pledge before the 
Trustees were elected. 
Mr. Block’s motion was lost. 
S. J. Stabler of Y uba City moved to 
amend to recommend and not demand tbe 
Trustees to m ake the change at Chicago. 
Mr. Aiken thought the m atter could 
properly be left to tbe Trustees, who are 
pledged to Ihe best interests of the Union. 
Mr. Buck (having surrendered the Chair 
to President Platt) spoke in favor of sim ­ 
ply electing Trustees in whom confidence 
can be placed, but leaving them unpledged. 
D. E. Gish of San Jose said he woold not 
ship through the Union because he had 
not confidence in Mr. Porter. 
On the motion to am end the Chair ruled 
that negative votes carried. A division was 
called for, but the Chair held to his ruling 
and declared the am endm ent lost. 
A MATTER OF MEDICINE. 
Voting by roll-call on the Meione resolu­ 
tion was declared in order. Mr. Meione 
and his adherents who are opposed to Buck 
and Porter protested against voting by roll, 
for that meant according to shares of stock 
held by members voting. Mr. Hatch stated 
that the State had been scoured, from Siski­ 
you down, for proxies just to meet this is­ 
sue. 
H e sarcastically urged that the elec­ 
tion of Trustees and voting on this resolu­ 
tion be held at the same time, since the re­ 
sult was assured. 
“You gentlemen seem ready for your 
medicine. W hy don’ty o u take it?” shouted 
Mr. Buck. 
“ We expect to take it,” responded Mr. 
Meione aDd Mr. H atch together, “ but it's 
bad medicine,” added Mr. Hatch. 
In the voting it was brought out that 
General Bidwell’s stock (200 shares) could 
not be voted, as the proxy sent, C. W. Pike, 
was not a m ember of the Union. It was 
also ruled that stock not paid up could not 
be voted. 
The vote on this m atter, which is con­ 
sidered of importance because it shows the 
strength of the present management, re­ 
sulted as follows: 
Total shares 
voted, 
8,343. For resolution (against Porter), 2,686; 
against resolution, 5,677. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
At the afternoon session the following 
Trustees were nom inated and chosen by 
tbe Secretary casting the b allo t: 
J. C. Anderson, San Jose. W. B. Parker, 
Vacaville; J. C. Boggs, Newcastle; P. E 
Platt, Sacramento; L. W. Buck, Vacaville; 
E. J. Gregory, Sacramento; Webster Treat, 
Davisville; Á. Block, Santa Clara; Henry- 
Meek, San Lorenzo. The two last named 
are new Directors and all of these, it is un­ 
derstood, will favor continuing the present 
agent at Chicago. 
Mr. Buck read a dispatch from Nat. Sal­ 
isbury in Chicago in which he denied em­ 
phatically the truth of the statem ent made 
yesterday by Mr. Buckingham of Vacaville 
tbat the latter had overheard Salisbury say 
to Fairbank, ‘‘We must get rid of Blowers,” 
referring to R. B. Blowers of W oodland, 
then a trustee of the Union. 
Mr. Meione questioned the fairness to the 
Union of employing an agent that bnvs 
fruit and thus competes directly with the 
producers. 
Dr. Manlove the past season 
had a talk with Nat. Salisbury, Porter's 
agent, who bought fifty-three carloads of 
fruit at Natoma. 
W hen this action was 
questioned. Salisbury advised Dr. Manlove 
tbat he had better “stop shipping.” 
Mr. Buck explained the m ethod of sell­ 
ing in Chicago by public auction, and ex­ 
pressed his conviction as to the fair dealing 
of the Porter Bros. Co. 
H e considered the 
commission of 10 per cent, paid not exces­ 
sive, considering returns. 
H e believed 


L nion shippers received more money back ] 
than other shippers who paid less com- ‘ 
mission. 
Mr. Block considered th at shippers had 
done fairly well w ith the present Chi­ 
cago agent. 
He was opposed to changing 
and assuming the collar of some one else. 
Mr. Rut.ler, of Fiorin, urged the great 
need of attention to the matter of .'.eight 
rates, and the nrgency of the them e wa3 
seconded by Manager Buck. Better time 
and more cars, the larier considered, are 
also very im portant essentials. 
There has 
been considerable gained during the past 
few years in these respects, but the speaker 
considered that the best term s can never be 
obtained until anothee overland line enters 
Central California. 
Isador Jacobs, of A. Lusk A Co., thought 
the interstate commerce law was to blame 
for m any evils suffered, and that the rail­ 
way company was powerless in some re­ 
spects. 
The meeting adjourned f jr one year. 
The Trustees will meet soon and elect 
officers. 


ORA NGE ORCHARDS. 


T hey a re on th e In c re a se in th e N o rth ­ 
ern C itrus B elt. 
C olusa, January 16th.—There are about 
fifteen acres of oranges in the county, one- 
fourth bearing none for shipm ent, (jrange- 
tree planting is on tbe increase. 
Chico, January 16th.—The orange crop 
of this section i’s 30 per cent, larger this 
year than last, of fine quality and all 
marketed. Orange groves are scattered all 
over the foothills. 
It is impossible to learn 
the acreage. 
Auburn, January 16th.—The acreage in 
oranges is on the increase over last year, 
but the exact figures are not available. The 
Auburn Orange Association has twenty- 
seven acres, fifteen of which will bear next 
year, and taere is a small crop this year of 
superior quality. Throughout the county 
there is a large increase in the acreage and 
the crop is of good quality. 
M a ry s v ille , January 16th.—The area in 
orange trees was increased in the year just 
closed by an addition of about 200 acres in 
Yuba and a score or more acres in Sutter 
county. 
Deciduous fruit still m aintains a 
preference with local fruit-growers, on ac­ 
count of the eariiness of profitable returns, 
in comparison with citrus fruits. 
The present area of orange orchards in 
the two counties is only a few hundred 
acres, but it is expected to be largely in­ 
creased in the near future, especially in the 
foot-hills section of Yuba county, where 
there is an abundance of water available 
for irrigation. 
The crop of 1889 is about all gone, as it 
was m arketable as early as Thanksgiving 
Day, and the Citrus Fair took about the 
last of it. The quality of M arysville or­ 
anges for the season just closed was scarcely 
up to the average, as m any of the trees 
have been neglected. 
W o o d lan d , January 16th.—It is impossi­ 
ble to git ¿ the acreage of orange tree3 in 
this county. 
It has largely increased over 
that of last year. 
Several hundreds of 
acres of orange orchards have been planted 
within the past six m onths along the foot­ 
hills between Madison and W inters. 
So far 
but few have been shipped and those cbietiy 
from W inters. 
F re sn o , January 16th.—Estimates place 
the num ber of orange trees in Fresno 
county from 45,000 to 50,000. Of these not 
one-third are bearing. 
The yield of 1889 
was 45.000 oranges. 
This was the highest 
num ber ever produced in the county. This 
yeai the yield will not be over 35,000. The 
decrease ¡3 accounted for on the grounds 
of a sort of rest or off year after last sea­ 
son’s heavy yield. The increase of trees 
planted this winter will be 100,000 to 120,­ 
000. 
People have just discovered that 
oranges are a fairly square and weil-paying 
crop in Fresno county, hence more and 
more attention is being given to oranges, 
which are grown mostly in the foothill sec­ 
tion in the therm al belt, thriving best at an 
elevation of from 500 to 1 500 feet. Most of 
the bearing trees are on the banks of King 
river. 
Most of the oranges are seedling, 
the navel not reaching more than 5,000. 
The quality of the fruit is excellent, large, 
of good color, and very sweet. The de­ 
mand of the local m arket exceeds the 
supply. 
The fruit ripens early, and i? we!! off the 
m arket before the Southern California crop 
is in. In the vicinity of Portervii !e, Tulare 
county, is a fine belt of orange land, and 
the fruit produced there is most excellent. 


R iv e r s id e , January 16th.—The acreage 
in oranges this year is about 4,000 acres, 
the increase over 1888 being but slight. 
About one thousand carloads of 3J0 boxes 
each will be available in 1890, the quality 
of which will be superior to any previous 
crop. 
The increase in shipm ents of 1S8S is 
p'aced at one hundred cars. Tbe fruit is in 
fiae condition and very large. 
Num ber of 
boxes are being packed for exhibition at 
tbe Citrus Fair in New York Citv. 


W IN D , SNOW 
AND R A IN . 


G rass V alley Still C at Oft' from th e R est 
o f th e W o rld . 


G ra ss V a l l e y , January 16 h. — Tbe 
fiercest storm for years occurred last night, 
consisting of a heavy rain, wind and snow, 
the latter falling until noon to day, when a 
light rain set in.

T ow le?, January 16th.—Thesnow ial! for 
the last twenty-four hours is twenty inches, 
for the season twelve feet. 
R eno (Nev.), January 16th.—The snow­ 
fall for the season is 31 inches; for the past 
24 hours, 4 inches. 
W h e a tla n d , January 16:h.—The wind 
has been blowing a gale the last twenty- 
four hours, doing damage to windmills, 
fences and shade trees. 
The rainfall is 
light. It is still blowing hard. 
M a ry s v ille January 16 h.—A southerly 
gale last night blew down a num ber of 
trees here. 
E !gh!y-fonr hundredths of an 
inch of rain tell, m aking a total for the 
season of 2180 inches. 
The Yuba and 
Feather river are rising, but are cm ipara- 
liveiy low. 
Chico, January 16 h.—Tbe severest storm 
of tbe season was experienced last night. 
There was a heavy wind and rain. N um er­ 
ous trees were blown down in tbe town 
and broke the electric current, leaving the 
town in darkness. 
There are showers and 
sunshine this forenoon. A strong south 
wind u still blowing. 
C o rning, January 16th.—There has been 
a terrible storm of high wind and rain all 
day. 
There is no sign of abatement. 
There is a south wind, but it is inclined to 
change to the north. 
N apa, January 16:h.— The weather is 
cloudy, with every appearance of rain very 
soon. The roads are soft. No hauling can 
be done. The river has risen several feet, 
and in some places overflowed its batiks. 
Los G atos, January 16tb.—A heavy rain 
fell all night, causing considerable damage 
to the roads in the m ountains. The flume 
of the San Jose W ater Company broke 
about oDe mile from here, washing a large 
quantity of earth and boulders down on the 
railroad track, which will take several 
hours to clear. The rainfall for the last 
twenty-four hours is 2 05, m aking 39 56 for 
the season, against 10 31 for the same pe­ 
riod last year. There is no indication of 
clearing off. 
G ilro y , January JCth.—Last night we 
had one of the heaviest rains of the season. 
Nearly one inch of rain fell between sun­ 
set and sunrise. To-day it is cloudy and

THE CONVENTION TO-DAY. 


A t three o'clock this afternoon, at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade, the River 
Convention will meet. 
We have several 
times referred to the purpose of this meet­ 
ing, and have advised that the convocation 
confine itself strictly to the one purpose 
for which it was called, to wit: the memo­ 
rializing of Congress to undertake the sys­ 
tematic 
treatment of the Sacramento, 
Feather and Yuba rivers, and such rectifi­ 
cation of the San Joaquin as may be nec­ 
essary, for the sole purpose of improving 
and preserving the navigability of those 
streams; for it may be taken for granted 
that the Federal Government will not en­ 
gage in any treatment of rivers on any 
other ground than that of navigability. 
W e can not do better than repeat what 
the R e c o r d - U n i o n said upon this subject 
yesterday, in the hope that iteration will 
more deeply impress upon the minds of 
the delegates the supreme importance of 
beginning right in this matter, and of not 
overloading the memorial. 
W e yesterday 
said, and we repeat: 
W hile it is agreed that the outlets 
of the stream should be enlarged, the 
sloughs that once formed part of its delta 
be reopened, a waste way provided for the 
surplus waters, and the natural banks be 
protected even to the extent of leveeing, 
and that perhaps some measures are neces­ 
sary to prevent the descent of material 
now in the lower canyons of the tributa­ 
ries of the Yuba and the Feather; all 
these are details which the Convention 
should not consider. 
W hat is wanted is presentation to the 
National Legislature of the facts of the 
present condition of the stream compared 
with what it once was ; the duty of the 
nation to care for the free highways of the 
people and the fact that Congress has 
never undertaken any substantial work 
upon 
California 
streams. 
No 
matter 
the causes for the filling of the Sacra­ 
mento, the Feather and the Yuba; no 
matter what the local ideas may be con­ 
cerning remedies, let us not project them 
into this Convention. 
It must be accepted 
that whatever the Government does it 
will do upon the report of its own Com­ 
mission—and a Commission is one of the 
things that we should petition for. 
That 
such a Commission will not consider any 
testimony this Convention may advance, 
and, finally, that any recital of matters 
calculated to evoke protest, denial or 
acrimonious debate w ill effectually sap 
the memorial the Convention will send 
up. 
In short, it w ill be the higlit of folly 
to introduce in the Convention any matter 
that will stir np strife or rub old sores. 
Let 
the convocation adhere to the one thing of 
“Government treatment,” leaving all the 
matters vegarding methods and causes and 
remedies to the future and the Commission 
that all the people hope will lie erected. 
Once commit Congress to the policy of treat­ 
ing the river for the purpose of restoring its 
capacity as a navigable stream, and enough 
will have been accomplished 
for 
the 
present.

newed. 
Pennsylvania avenue, Washing­ 
ton, was laid with it in 1S76, and it is in 
good order yet, hut will be improved next 
year. 
As to tractive and resisting power, 
figures are given showing that it requires 
fifteen pounds to propel one ton 07er as­ 
phalt, while over macadam it requires one 
hundred pounds of force. It is easy to con­ 
ceive what is the resistance on coarse 
gravel, cobbles or stone blocks. The figures 
show that the foothold is greater on as­ 
phalt than on coarse surfaces, because it is 
surer; the hoof of the horse is brought 
into natural play, and it is not pivoted as 
on cobbles, or twisted as in gravel, or 
pounded out as on stone blocks. In Wash­ 
ington, and also in London, fewer horses 
fall on the asphalt paved than on the stone 
paved streets. 
It would be an interesting result to 
know, if some one would figure out, how 
much it costs the people, out of the general 
purse, each year to smooth and round up 
our natural soil streets; to multiply that 
figure by twenty and find out if in twenty 
years we have not, in Sacramento, paid 
about twice as much to maintain dirt 
streets as it would have cost to make a 
firm, smooth pavement along every street 
in the city. 
W e are considering these matters in the 
light of the experience of other towns, of 
reason and of the statistics. 
W e have no 
system to promote; no asphalt mine to de­ 
velop, nor any interest, direct or indirect, 
in either gravel pits, stone quarries or as- 
phaltum plants. 
W e are therefore pre­ 
pared to consider the relative merits of 
materials with impartiality, and we confess 
to the conviction that asphaltum has by 
much the stronger side of the debate. The 
wear and tear to vehicles, the wear upon 
horseflesh, the absolute cruelty to animals 
of cobble pavements, ought to throw them 
out of consideration; the absence of dust, 
the reduced cost for sprinkling, the de­ 
crease of evaporation from the soil, the ab­ 
sence of mud, the ease with which streets 
may be swept, on the other hand, are strong 
and apparently unanswerable arguments in 
favor of the asphalt or bituminous rock 
pavements. 
N ext to them comes, in smoothness, 
cleanliness and true economy, the blue 
gravel surface, which, when good quality 
is used, gives 
a 
compact 
street 
top 
through which mud does not work up. The 
lowest in the scale of usefulness is the 
stone block pavement, though it is the 
most durable, but it is the hardest upon 
animals, and unless constantly supervised 
is very likely to get out of order by the 
displacement of blocks. 
This can be seen 
any day in the stone-paved streets of San 
Francisco, which are harder roads to travel 
in mosteases than the traditional Jordan. 


WASHINGTON CULLINGS. 


A Large 
Number of Pacific 
Coast 


Officials Confirmed. 


In the discussion of the question of 
proper paving for the streets of California 
cities— and which, we trust, will continue 
active until radical reforms are secured— 
it will be well to dismiss prejudice from 
the mind and consider these undeniable 
truths recently concisely set forth in Harp­ 
er's Weekly. 
First, that the pavement that 
is the most economic is that which results 
in the least wear to its own surface and to 
the vehicles that pass over it. 
The good 
roadway is smooth, noiseless as nearly as 
is possible, cleanly, and affords a good foot­ 
ing for horses and support to vehicles. 
Of 
course, stone blocks are most durable, but 
they are hardest upon vehicles and ani­ 
mals, and make the noisest pavement. 
Gravel will 
wear out 
speedily unless 
a special quality of superior excellence is 
used, and in the case of the poorer grades 
it works up from below more or less of 
mud. 
Macadam is maintained only at 
considerable expense, and is condemned 
by engineers because of its want of dura­ 
bility. 
The figures prove that the asphalt pave­ 
ment well laid has an average life of sev­ 
enteen years. 
Such are the statistics of 
London and Paris, where it is extensively 
used. 
W e do not know what its life has 
been shown to be in Búllalo, Washington 
and Boston, where there are so many miles 
o f such street pavement, but the statistics 
are easily ascertainable. 
It is by all odds 
most easily kept clean, and more than any 
other pavement prevents evaporation and 
and the ascent of earth vapors or gases, 
w hile it needs the least watering, since it 
has the least dust gathering qualities. 
Cheapside in London was laid in asphalt 
in 1871, yet despite the enormous trafile on 
that highway, it had worn down but one 
inch up to 18SS, when the asphalt was re­ 


I f the explanation of the officers of the 
Life Saving Service is true, then there is 
little or no reason in the charges of inef­ 
ficiency recently preferred by the press of 
San Francisco against the force of the 
service at the Ocean Beach, near that city. 
The officials say that the station is not a 
boat station, but only a beach post. 
That 
it was not established, and is not equipped 
as a boat station, and that there has never 
been the slightest concealment of that fact. 
A beach station is one by which aid is ren­ 
dered only on the beach, as by the casting 
of life lines, the showing of danger signals, 
the patrolling of the beach to render assist­ 
ance to those washed ashore, and the as­ 
sistance of those inside the surf. 
But it is 
added hv the officials in charge that a boat 
station is about to be established at a point 
where life boats can be launched in any 
weather. 
Assuming these things to be 
true, the San Francisco press, as it is wont 
to do, has again gone wrong because of its 
failure to inform itself accurately before 
preferring charges. 


T h e Lieutenant-Governor of New York 
admits the need for ballot reform, but says 
he fears that nothing will he accomplished 
by “empirical measures.” 
That sounds 
well, but it is meaningless and silly. Who 
proposed any empirical measure? 
Be­ 
cause there is a demand for the conserva­ 
tion of the secresy of the ballot and the 
independence of the electer, is that em­ 
piricism ? 
Yet that is all that there is in 
ballot reform. 


T h e more it is studied and thought 
upon, the more the Citizen’s Ticket of 
Freeholders commends itself to the people.

IN TIIE SENATE. 
Washington, Jan u ary IGth.—Hale, from the 
Census Com m ittee, reported back adveisely the 
bill to require the S uperintendent of the Census 
to ascertain w hat percentage of th e people own 
th eir ow n farm s, th e num ber of farm s u nder 
m ortgage an d the am ount thereof. 
M orrill, from th e Finance Com m ittee, re­ 
ported a concuireut resolution requesting the 
Secretan- of th e T reasury not to m ake a new 
lease of the islands of St. Paul and St. George in 
A laska for the purpose of taking fur seals th ere­ 
on, and to postpone all action in relation 
i hereto u ntil after the 20th of February, lhSO. 
Passed. 
Among th e bills reported from com m ittees 
and placed on the calendar w tre ihe following: 
E stablishing a custom s collection district, to 
consist of the States of N orth an d South Dakota. 
For the rem oval of th e In d ian prisoners in 
the East (Gerónimo’s band) to F ort Sill, In d ian 
Terri orv. 
The Senate then took up the bill introduced 
by B atler to provide for the em igration of per­ 
sons of color from th e Southern States, and But­ 
ler proceeded to address th e Senate. This, he 
said, was too grave a subject to bo distorted by 
party considerations, or confined w ithin the 
narrow boundaries and lim its of party lines. 
Some persons w ho held high rank in th e in ­ 
tellectual world, held th a t in th e history of the 
African race in th is country was to be seen the 
hand of God for the accom plishm ent of a great 
E 
urpose. O ther hem isphere events appeared to 
e shaping them selves in a m anner to justity 
such a conclusion. 
The race question was raised by the changed 
attitu d e of th e tw o races tow ard each other, and 
was a burning evidence th a t the issue was not 
confined to any locality, section or party. W hat 
was to becom e of the 200 000 Indians in this 
country, or of th e 100 000 C hinam an was a diffi­ 
cu lt problem . B ut th e m ost profound inquiry 
applied directly to th e pending bill, and th at 
was w hat was to b e th e fate of the fi,000,000 or 
8,000,000 negroes of this country ? 
They w ere citizens, they had th e ballot, they 
had had all the civil an d political rights w hich 
the w hite m en had, and w hich w ere denied to 
other colored races. 
B utler referred to the absence of colored peo­ 
ple iu all high positions in th is country, and 
saw iu th a t lact proof of the unrelenting, unfor­ 
giving, incurable race prejudice. 
“ If anybody,” he said, “ had predicted be­ 
fore th e w ar th a t the Southern Slates would 
w ithin a few years be represented in both 
houses of Congress by m en w ho w ere th eir 
slaves, he would have been laughed at. If any­ 
one predicted to-day th a t w ithin h a lf a eentury 
not a full blooded, genuine negro would be 
found in tlie United States, he would not be be­ 
lieved; and yet there w ere m en w ho expected 
th a t very thing.” 
The bill, he said, contem plated a gradual, or­ 
derly, voluntary m ovem ent of colored people 
out of th e Southern States and provided the 
G overnm ent w ith m eans to euabie them to do 
so. W hile ihe negroes rem ained in large masses, 
andexceeded in num bers th eir w hite neighbors, 
not only did the negroes not advance in the 
scale o f civilization, bu t actually retrogaded. 
Such, a t least, had been his experience, urn the 
other hand, observation and experience had 
convinced him th a t w here th e w hite race was 
largely in th e m ajority, th e w hite m an was bet 
ter oil, and the negro was better off, so th a t no 
friend of th e negroes would oppose th e bill be­ 
cause it would be hurtful to the negro. 
He believed th at if the G overnm ent would do 
Its duty by the negto (instead of coaching him 
and confusing h im w ith civil rights and em pty 
statutes), if it w ould render him substantial 
assistance in his struggle for regeneration and 
real freedom , be w ou.d illum ine the dark conti­ 
nent of his fathers w ith the light of C hristianity 
and law. 
As to its effect cn the Sonthern States, he s a il 
if the couth could be relieved of a p art at ¡east 
of its superabundance of chesp labor, there 
would be such an im m igration of w hite, intelli­ 
gent, progressive citizens, th a t th e prosperity of 
th e South during th e last decade would pale 
into insignificance as com pared w ith its incure 
progress. 
Mr. H oar replied to E atler. H e ssjd it seemed 
to him th at this proposition was the most aston- 
ishiLg th a t had ever been h eard of in th e legis- 
! la tiré history of the Senate, or the legislative 
i his ory o f any free, civilized an d prosperous 
; pe iple. From «II d im es u n d er th e sun laborers 
j w ere th renzipg al! one way, in th eir eager de­ 
sire to share th e harvest of national prosperity 


and natio n al glory, and yet in the Senate of the 
U nited States a proposition was m ade th a t by 
th e iorce of the nation, aided by its treasury, 
eight m illions of laborers, born on A m erican 
soil, every one of them entitled to every right, 
w ere to be deported to w hat the sen ato r had 
ju st styled th e d ark region of th e D ark Conti­ 
nent, and w hich, in sp iteo f receptexplorations, 
th e ir illustrious fellow citizens was less know n 
to th e readers of history to-day th at it w r s when 
th e father o f history attem pted a description of 
it th ree h undred yeais before the birth of 
Christ. 
B lair spoke against th e bill. 
He thought th at 
it, instead of exporting eight m illion colored 
people, th ere w ere one thousand w hite peeple 
ex ro rtcd to A frica and kept there, the whole 
difficulty w ould be settled. T he difficulties of 
th e race problem existed in th e excited im agina­ 
tions and ineradicable prejudices of a few w hite 
m en not betw een th e races them selves. As to 
the idea of the Senator from A labam a (Morgan) 
th a t the choice was betw en m urdering negroes 
or m arrying them , betw een killing them or as- 
slm ilattug them , he thought th a t a course of 
lectures on th e sixth and seventh com m and­ 
m ents w ould settle the w hole thing, and no 
m ore would be h eard of th e doctrine th a t was 
a n absurdity an d an insulc to our com m on h u ­ 
m anity. 
The bill w ent over w ithout action. 
T eller presented the credentials of Sanders 
and Pow er as Senators-elect from the State of 
M ontana. They w ere referred to the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. 
The Senate bill lo am end Article 10:> o f the 
R ules an d Articles of W ar (in relation to desert­ 
ers), was taken from the calen d ar and passed. 
A fter an executive session th e Senate ad­ 
journed till M onday. 


in t h e house. 
Washington, Jan u ary 16th.—In th e House a 
resolution was agreed to calling upon the Secre­ 
tary of State to lu m ish the tariff rates of Aus­ 
tria, G erm any an d France. 
The Com m ittee on Rules reported a resolution 
authorizing the appointm ent of a special com ­ 
m ittee of th irteen m em bers, who shall w ithin 
th ree days report a bill fixing a site for holding 
a W orld’s Fair. 
C annon offered a substitute, referring the 
w hole m atter to the Com m ittee on Foreign R e­ 
lations. Considerable discussion followed. 
H itt of Illinois, C hairm an of th e Com m ittee 
on Foreign Affairs, favored the substitute lor the 
resolution, and testified to th e vigorous and 
faithful w ork w hich th e com m ittee had per­ 
form ed in reference to th e projected W orld’s 
Fair. 
M orrow of C alifornia took the sam e view. 
H atch of M issouri favored th e m ajority reso­ 
lution. H e said th a t prior to th e appointm ent 
of th e Com m ittee on Foreign Affairs, gentlem en 
representing the com peting cities had entered 
into a com pact th at a special com m ittee should 
be created. All St. Lonis asked was th at a 
special com m ittee shall be appointed by th e 
Speaker, and th at the com m ittee should contain 
an equal num ber Irom th e four cities com peting 
for th e fair. He asked th a t the agreem ent be 
carried ou t in good faith, an d th at the m ajority 
report be adopted. 
Franks of Missouri strongly advocated the 
m ajority resolution. 
Springer of Illinois, w ho leads th e Chicago 
factiOD, denied there had been auy com pact be­ 
tw een th e representatives of th e com peting 
cities. I t was true they had agreed to request 
the Speaker to call a m eeting o f the Committee 
on Rules in order to create a special com m ittee 
b u t th a t was long ago. 
The only intention of 
th a t agreem ent beiDg th at the com m ittee m ight 
sit during th e holiday recess. 
H atch characterized Springer’s argum ent as 
‘‘special pleading.” 
The R epresentative did not know th at the 
gentlem en they had treated w ith were looking 
around for loopholes through w hich to craw l 
out of an honorable contract. 
Springer denied th e right of any gentlem an 
to m eet in a hotel parlor and m ake a compact 
to bind m em bers of ihe House. T he friends of 
Chicago h ad done ju st w hat they agreed to. 
M cCreary of K entucky 
a n d C hipm an of 
M ichigan 
argued in favor o f the Com m ittee on 
Foreign Affairs retaining jurisdiction over the 
subject. 
Payne o f New York Rnd Flow er of New York 
argued for th e m ajority report. 
H opkins o f Illinois opposed th e creation of a 
special com m ittee, and called attention to the 
fact th a t there w ere two New York m em bers on 
th e Com m ittee on Foreign Affairs. 
T urner of New York strongly opposed Can­ 
non’s proposition th a t the House shall first vote 
on th e question locating the site east or west of 
th e A lleghany M ountains. 
Cum m ings said all New York asked was a 
fair, square d rat, and no trickery. 
Spinola thought the friends of Chicago had 
not acted in perfect good faith, and he said the 
Chicago bill had been sliDDed in before the com ­ 
m ittees h ad been appointed. 
Adam s of Illinois d e n ie l th a t th e bill had 
een slipped in. 
. Mason of Illinois favored th e retention of the 
W orld s F air bill by the Com m ittee on Foreign 
Affairs, because he believed it would expedite 
the business of th e Honse. 
B utterw orth of Ohio argued against w ithdraw ­ 
ing the jurisdiction irom the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 
Caunon of Illinois said the great contest w as 
betw een th e coast on one hand and the valleys 
of the Mississippi on th e other, an d it would be 
sim plified if it could first be decid id w hether 
th e fair should be h eld east or west of th e Alle- 
ghaoies. 
The House, as was its right, had referred bill 
after bill in regard to the World’s F air to the 
Com m ittee on Foreign Affairs, w hich was nearly 
ready to report. 1 he object of th at co-operation 
im m ediately alter th e m eeting of Congress was 
to 6elect a special com m ittee, and it was not an 
agreem ent w hich would last through the ses­ 
sion. ‘‘We failed to get th e special com m ittee, 
and the object falling, th e agreem ent failed.” 
Cannon th en m odified his resolution by striking 
out th e clause requiring th e vote io be first 
taken on locating th e fair east or west of the 
A lleghany m ountains. 
A vote w as th en taken on substituting Can­ 
non’s resolution for tb at reported by M cKinlev, 
and it was deieatcd. Yeas 140; noes 142. 
Springer, rising to a question of privilegu, 
said he h a d kept a close tally of the vote and 
h is tally d id not agree w ith the official tally. 
W ithout im pugning anyone he asked lor a re­ 
count. 
To the surprise of the House the recount re­ 
versed th e form er result, and the substitute was 
agreed to. Yeas 137, nays 134. 
T hen m uch confusion ensued as to the next 
step to be taken in th e prelim inary proceed­ 
ings. 
M any m em bers contended th at the next 
vote special to be taken was on M cKinley’s res­ 
olution as am ended by the substitution of the 
Cannon resolution, but th e Speaker held other­ 
wise and stated th at the nex t vote was upon the 
substitution of the tnsjority resolutions 
(as 
am ended) for the original resolution referred 
to the Com m ittee on Rules. 
T he vote was w atched w ith intense interest, 
an d w hen it was known at th e end of the roll- 
call th a t th e resolution had been defeated by a 
tie vote, Springer oi Illinois, w ho had voted iu 
the affirm ative, changed his vote to th e nega­ 
tive in o rder to be able to m ove a reconsider­ 
ation. 
T he substitute was rejected—yeas, 133: nays, 
135. 
Springer m oved to reconsider and M cKinley 
moved to lay th a t m otion on tlie table, pending 
w hich th e House adjourned. 
The Secretary of th e T reasury transm itted to 
the House a letter recom m cnd n? an increase 
of the lim it of the cost of public buildings as 
follows: Los Angeles, Cal., 8350,U0O; Sacram ento, 
Cal , 8150,000; Carson < ity, Nev., S'25,000.

THE SUPREME COURT DOES FINALLY 
DECIDE THE CASE. 


I t A ffirm s th e D e cisio n o f J u d g e V an 


F le e t a n d A g a in st th e B o n d ­ 


h o ld er s’ C laim . 


For some days past rumors had been 
current in this city to the effect that the 
Supreme Court had rendered its decision in 
the bond-interest case of George E. Bates 
vs. W. E. Gerber, Treasurer of this city. 
The decision was not, however, rendered 
nntii Wednesday. The opinion was writ­ 
ten by Justice Works and concurred in by 
Justices McFarland, Patterson and Thorn­ 
ton. The case is entitled Bates against 
Gerber, an action for writ of mandamus, to 
compel the respondent as Treasurer of the 
city of Sacramento to pay interest on over­ 
due coupons of certain bonds of said city. 
The Court below sustained the demurrer to 
the complaint, and rendered judgment for 
the defendant thereon. The plaintiff then 
appealed and the 
Supreme Court has 
affirmed the decision of the lower Court. 
In this case a demand was made on the 
Treasurer for the payment of the annual 
interest provided for by the coupons, and 
interest on the amount due on such cou­ 
pons from the lime the same matured. The 
Treasurer offered to pay the amount called 
for by the coupons, on delivery of such 
coupons to him, but declined to pay inter­ 
est on the interest, or to pay any part of the 
indebtedness unless the coupons were sur­ 
rendered as fully paid and satisfied. 
It was contended by the appellant that, 
conceding tbat mandamus would not lie to 
compel the Treasurer to pay interest ontbe 
annual interest, such coupons drew interest 
fiom their maturity, under the general 
statute providing for such interest, after 
maturity, on all contracts, and that as the 
debt existed, the Treasurer bad no right to 
impose, as a condition npon which he 
would pay the annual interest, that the 
coupons should be surrendered. 
The Supreme 
Court, in its decision, 
states that it cannot accede to this view of 
the law. The bonds were provided for by 
special statute, which provided a specific 
fund out of which they should be paid. 
The Act provided for the payment of the 
principal and annual interest, and noth­ 
ing more. There was no other fund out of 
which the interest demanded could have 
been paid, and to have paid out a part of 
the fund on a liability not provided for or 
allowed by law, would have been to divert 
a part of the fund from the purpose in­ 
tended, and thereby to deprive other bond­ 
holders of tbeir annual interest, and per­ 
haps of their principal. 
The statute having provided for what 
Bhould be paid out of the fund, and ot 
what the fund should consist, it cannot be 
presumed that the Legislature intended 
that there should be a general liability 
over and against the city for interest on the 
annual interest in case the fund for any 
year should be insufficient to meet such 
interest. The statute under and by virtue 
of which these bonds were issued was the 
basis of and became a part of the contract, 
and the bondholders must be held to have 
taken the bonds with the understanding 
and agreement that they were only enti­ 
tled to the principal and the ar.nual inter­ 
est, and that if the fund provided for the 
payment thereof should be insufficient to 
meet the same, no interest on the coupons 
was provided for or could be recovered. 
The decision of the lower Court was there­ 
fore affirmed.

CREASED INTEREST.

T h ere can be no doubt th a t th e people of 
th is city are ju st now tak in g a liv ely in ter­ 
est in th e subject of street im provem ents, 
or, m ore correctly speaking, street reclam a­ 
tio n . 
G roups of citizens m ay be seen at 
alm o st an y h o u r of th e day discussing th e 
subject, an d on one po in t th ere seem s to be 
alm o st an u n an im o u s opinion, nam ely: 
th a t som ething sh o u ld be done before 
an o th er rain y season com es on, to n o t on ly 
m ak e th e streets passable, b n t to transform 
th em in to highw ays over w hich it w ould 
be a pleasure, instead of to rtu re, to travel. 
T h ere are a few graveled streets th a t have 
to sustain n early all th e w ear an d tear of 
vehicles, and th ey are m ostly h o ld in g th eir 
ow n in good shape. 
N early all th e traffic 
betw een th e business an d th e southeastern 
portion of th e city passes over S eventh, 
N in th , M and N streets as far as possible, 
an d w h en vehicles have to leave these 
thoroughfares locom otion becom es som e­ 
th in g aw ful. 
If all th e streets w ere, how ­ 
ever, as good as those m entioned, th e traffic 
w ould 
be 
distributed, 
an d 
th e 
w ear 
an d tear of each greatly lessened. 
A nd 
th en , too, th ere w ould be even less m u d on 
any street th an th ere now is o n th e few 
th a t are graded and graveled. 
W ith cross­ 
streets every few rods th a t are tw o feet deep 
w ith m u d , tbe latter is dragged in upon 
th e graveled ones from all directions, an d 
in one season several inches of fine m ater­ 
ial is deposited th ereo n . 
I f no n e w ere left 
ungraded an d im proved all w ould be clean 
and h ard . 
T h is fact, w hich m u st be self-evident, 
should p ro m pt all citizens w ho have the 
w elfare o f the city at h eart to su stain any 
m ovem ent or plan looking to th e p erm a­ 
n en t im p rovem ent o f all th e streets. 
E n ­ 
gineer G runsky, in his statem en t to th e citi­ 
zens’ m eeting last M onday evening, show ed 
th a t good streets could be h ad —if the w ork 
w ere done on a broad scale—at a co3t of only 
$960 per block, or $120 for a frontage of 80 
feet, and only $60 for a frontage o f 40 feet. 
A n d this, too, includes an estim ate for 
stone gutters, w hile m an y are of th e o p in ­ 
ion th a t gutters of redw ood w ould answ er 
for several years, an d could th en be re­ 
placed w ith cobbles or granite. 
Good streets, once established, w ould re­ 
q u ire b u t a trifling y early o u tlay for re­ 
pairs, and property-ow ners w ould soon 
save, in reduced taxes, the expense of grad ­ 
in g an d im proving, w hile th e m ark et value 
of th eir property w ould at once be greatly 
increased. 
I t is a com m on sense business 
proposition, for thousands of dollars m ay 
be expended every y ear on th e ungraded 
streets an d every succeeding w in ter w ill 
continue to find th em in th e sam e quag­ 
m ire condition. 
8acram ento never had 
worse streets, as a w hole, th a n sh e has to­ 
day, an d it is safe to say th a t th ey have cost 
taxpayers enough in the forty years of h er 
citvhood to h ave provided m ost of th e in ­ 
tersections w ith crossw alks of silver blocks. 
I t is to be hoped th a t th e m ovem ent re­ 
cently inau g u rated m ay resu lt in som e­ 
th in g m ore tangible th an resolutions and 
“ chin-m usic.”

SHOCKING TRAGEDY. 


A m erican Sailors A re T o rtu re d b y C olom ­ 
b ian N egroes. 
N ew Y o rk , January 16th.—A rthur Mc­ 
Neill, one of the crew of the American 
schooner Julian, of this port, which was 
seized off San Bias by the Colombian gun­ 
boat La Popa, has returned, and tells a re­ 
m arkable story of the treatm ent the crew of 
the Julian received at the hands of the 
Cartbagena negro soldiers, who sneered at 
the stars and stripes as they pillaged the 
vessel, and laughed at the possibility of the

The men were forced to act as slaves to 
the negro soldiers, who pricked them with 
their bayonets, laughing like fiends when 
they writhed under the torture inflicted.

Neil, Jr., near Canou lake. 
McNeil arose

to build a fire. 
Mrs. McNeil slipped out 
after him aud locked the door. She then 
went back into the bedroom, took a re­ 
volver from the bureau drawer and shot 
three of her children. 
McNeil heard the 
shots and tried to go to the bedroom, but 
could not get in. 
He then started around 
the house and went iu the front door and 
m et his wife coming from the kitchen, 
where she had chased the eldest child and 
made her take carbolic acid and took some 
herself. The little girl evidently struggled 
very hard with her mother, as her face 
and hands are covered with the acid. 
One child was killed instantly aud one 
died about 10 o'clock this m orning. The 
little baby, three weeks old, was shot 
through both lungs, but at last reports was 
still alive. The woman and little girl to 
whom she gave the acid are also alive and 
may live. 
Mrs. McNeil gives as the reason for the 
terrible deed that she had been sick and 
had no hope of getting well and wanted to 
end her sufferings at once. Mrs. McNeil is 
the daughter of Edward Hollister, of Hop- 
kius Station, M inn. 
Dr. Jackson, the attending physician, 
says unless inflam mation of the stomach 
sets in the woman and little girl will prob­ 
ably live.
